Group II, claim(s) 62-122, 155-156, drawn to a second method of 
treatment requiring radiation, an integrin antagonist, a matrix metalloproteinase 
inhibitor and an antineoplastic agent. 

Group III, claim(s) 123, 125-152, 157, 160, drawn to a third method of 
treatment and a combination requiring an integrin antagonist and a matrix 
metalloproteinase inhibitor. 

Group IV, claim(s) 158, drawn to a fourth method of treatment requiring an 
integrin antagonist, a matrix metalloproteinase inhibitor and an antineoplastic 
agent. 

Group V, claim(s) 159, 162, drawn to a fifth method of treatment requiring 
radiation, an integrin antagonist and a matrix metalloproteinase inhibitor. 
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The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack 
the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons:

Furthermore, this application contains claims directed to more than one 
species of the generic invention.
